gated without delay. 

The proposal will apply to loans: of 
former Federal States, provinces, cities, 
etc., but not to the Dawes and Young 
Loans, which are subject to international 
agreements, nor to the Reich’s Loan of 
1927, which was issued at a reduced rate 
of interest. 

It is hoped to reduce interest rates 
generally to about 44 per cent.

MEN FOUND GUILTY OF 
RECEIVING 


(BEFORE JUDSQE SHANNON.) 

Two men of no fixed address, Francis 
Kearns and Francis Giblin, the latter of 
whom spoke with an American accent, were 
charged with breaking into a house at Rath- 
farnham and stealing a number of workmen’s 
tools, valued at £9 6s. Od., belonging to 
Raymond Stringer. ‘They were also charged 
with breaking and entering a hut at 
Chapelizod and stealing tools valued at 
£2 ós. Od., the property of Peter Gilmartin, 
and, harnatively, with receiving the goods 
knowing them to have been stolen.

Kearns was seutenced to four. months’ hard 
labour, to rim concurrently with a sentence 
he was already serving.

LBERT JAMES KILPATRICK, . 25 
Upper Mountpleasant . avenue, Rath- 
mines, Dublin, was the plaintiff in an 

action against John J. Murphy, 54 Bloomfield 

avenue, South Circular road, Dublin, in 
respect of the alleged sale of an agent's 
collection book in the Royal Liver Friendly 

Society. He stated that in April, 1934 by 


virtue of a verbal agreement,.he paid J.

Murphy £370 for a collecting book on the 
undersianding that he would be appointed 


collecting ageut by the society. He was not. 
so appointed, and he asked for the recision 
of the agreement and the return to him of the 
£370 paid, or, in the alternative, damages for 
Bál oí agreement. 

In defence, J. J. Murphy traversed various 
allegations in the statement of claim, and 
pleaded that the only obligation on him under 
the rules of the society was to resign his own 
position as agent and to nominate Kilpatrick 
as a fit and proper person to succeed him. 
He carried out that obligation, resigning in 
good faith and nominating Kilpatrick. The 
society, however, Murphy alleged, in breach 
of the rules and in violation of his right to 
nominate a successor, rejected the mnomi- 
nation. Murphy, in his defence, also 
stated that he had instituted legal proceed- 
ings against the society to compel them to 
accept the nomination of Kilpatrick, and 
those proceedings were now pending. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. C. L. Matheson 
(instructed by Messrs. Matheson, Ormsby and 
Prentice), appeared for the plaintiff; and 
Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., and Mr. Kingsmill 
Moore (instructed by Mr. F. W. Gilligan) for 
the defendant. 


SON OF A FARMER 

Opening the case fo: the plaintiff, Mr. 
Matheson said that Mr. Kilpatrick was the 
son of a Co. Armagh farmer, who came to 
Dublin to seek work, and for a time worked 
with a builder. In March, 1934, he saw an 
advertisement—‘‘ Book for sale; good earn- 
ing; sound investment. Royal Liver Friendly 
Society.’’ He got into touch with the defendant. 
who told him that he had been appointed in- 
spector, and that he had the liberty of sell- 
ing his agent’s book privately. He had two 
books, one showing a debit—that is, a weekly 
collection—of £7 and another of £15. Murphy 
also told Kilpatrick that, on his nomination, 
Kilpatrick would be- appointed. his successor 
as agent and that the £15 collecting book 
yielded an earning of about £5 a week. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that would be 
about 33 per cent., which was a very liberal 
commission. 

Mr. Matheson continued that Murphy told 
Kilpatrick that the price of the collecting 
books was fixed by the Agents’ Union. Kil 
patrick paid £5 deposit, and a few days 
later, having borrowed the money from his 
father, paid the balance of the purchase 
price of £370. Both the parties went to the 
Dublin office of the Royal Liver, where, it 
appeared, several persons congratulated Kil- 
patrick on his appointment as agent, and one 
assured him that ' Some of their best men 
were farmers’ sons.” The Committee of 
Management .of the society, however, refused 
to accept the nomination of Kilpatrick as 
agent, and now he had neither the job nor 
the £370. 

In evidence, the plaintiff said that Murphy 
guaranteed him an appointment with the 
Royal Liver Society as soon as the £370 
fixed as the price of the book was paid. 
Plaintiff paid the money and signed various 
documents, and for a time Murphy accom- 

anied him on the collecting round covered 
bi the book, paying him about £4 a week. 
Later he made the collections alone, but, as 
he was receiving no appointment, he got his 
solicitor to write to the Society. The Dublin 
office refused to take from him the premiums 
he collected, and when he sent them to Liver- 

| the Society sent them back with a state- 
ment that he hadno standing with them, Then 
the plaintiff offered the book back to Murphy, 
but the Jaiter refused to take it.

EXEMPTION OF METHODIST 
HALL 


MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


An appeal was brought on behalf of the 
Commissioner of Valuation from an order of 
Circuit Court Judge Davitt, exempting the 
Ringsend Methodist Hall, Irishtown road, 
Dublin, from assessment for rates.

TURBULENCE IN THE 
LIQUOR 


-——-- &——— 


A discovery oí the importance in dyeing of 
the turbulent effect, such as is obtained 
when water is raised to boiling-point was 
shown at the Bradford Technical College by 
representatives of British Dye-stuffs Corpora- 
tion and Imperial Chemica] Industries, Lid., 
to be the foundation of a new technique in 
dyeing wool fabrics. 

It was shown by tests carried out that tur- 

bulence of the ‘dye liquor is’ essential for 
rapid dyeing and good penetration of the 
wool. Controlled turbulence is applied in the 
new method. The liquor is pumped through 
the wool fabric and a vibration of the 
individual fibres causes them to “ breathe 
in” the dye. 
Samples of thick felt were dyed by the 
new method in a few minutes, and dyed 
through, and they were contrasted with the 
comparatively poor penetration and speed of 
the present method, in which wool is dyed 
at approximately 100 deg. C. 

It had been observed that the boiling-point 
of water was the ideal temperature for dye- 


ing wool. ) 
: geing in a partial vacuum was tried and 
improved results obtained at lower tempera- 


tures than boiling-point, which is deleterious 
to the “condition ” of wool. Then it was 
found that by drawing air through the dye 
liquor during dyeing, or by bubbling com- 
p air into the dye-bath so that 
vigorous turbulence was achieved, improved 
results were obtained at atmospheric pressure. 
Thick wool fabrics were satisfactorily dyed 
at temperatures of 80 deg. C., and also with 
some acid dyestuffs at 40 deg. 
_The improved rate of dyeing and penetra- 
tion was the result of the turbulence in the 
liquor, which caused a bombardment of the 
wool by the dye and the vibration of the 
individual wool fibres. It was expected that 
the discovery would lead to the wide use of 
new mechanical devices for obtaining 
trolled bombardment of the wool with dye 
liquor, and it was stated that at present it 
was contemplated that adaptations of existing 

inery rather than the setting up of new 
plant was required.

Deer in the Park : A 
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Mr. Aiden Bailey 


The play of Aiden Bailey in last Satur- 
day’s international proved in a most 
decisive manner how. wrong all the critics 
were who have been saying that he was 
not the Rugby player he was last season, 
and was not really up to international 
standard. Aiden Bailey was the youngest 
member of the Irish team on Saturday. 
He gained his first cap last season against 
Wales -at the age of eighteen, and so he 
joins the small ranks of those who were 
capped as schoolboys. Aiden and his two 
elder brothers, Jack and Paddy, all learnt 
their Rugby at Presentation College, 
Bray. This school has only taken to Rugby 
of recent years; yet it has won in’ that 
short period both the Junior and Senior 
Cups. It is lucky to possess such an 
excellent coach as Brother Raymond, who 
teaches the boys the “ins and outs” ‘of 
the game from their earliest years. 

The two elder Baileys are also very keen 
footballers. Jack plays for University 
College, where Aiden, formerly a member 
of Lansdowne, has now joined bie Paddy 
captains his club at Bective. All three 
play centre three-quarter, and it is not 
unlikely that the other two may in the 
course of time gain their caps. Aiden 
has had a remarkable career for one so 
young. He first came into prominence at 
school, where he was partly responsible 
for winning the Leinster Schools’ Cup for 
his side in the season 1932-33 by kicking a 
magnificent goal actually from the half- 
way line. That same season he helped 
Lansdowne to win the Senior Cup, although 
he was only 17 years of age. 


Deer 
While walking through the Phenix 
Park the other day, writes a _ corre- 


spondent, 1 spent some time watching the 
deer, which are usually to be seen in the 
area between the American 
residence and the Furry Glen. The shy 
and graceful animals avoid those portions 
of the park frequented by the public, and 
prefer to remain in the hinterland, where 
they are unlikely*to be disturbed. I have 
occasionally seen the interesting spectacle 
of two young stags trying their strength 
by locking each other’s antlers, a contest 
which is generally presided over by a 
referee in the shape of an adult stag, 
who will lower his head and scatter the 
combatants when he. judges intervention 
necessary. It is difficult to -get any in- 
formation as to the origin .of the-deer in 


the park, but I think it may be assumed. 


that their ancestors were there before the 
area was first enclosed in 1660. In that 
year a wall was built round the Crown 
lands which had been. acquired at inter- 
vals at Chapelizod, Grangegorman, 
Castleknock and Ashtown, but the con- 
tractor, who was paid £6,000 for the work, 
carried it out so inefficiently that the 
whole scheme had to be planned again. 


This was done in 1680, when the’ park 
assumed its present shape and dimensions. . 


Wild deer seem to have existed in great 


numbers in ancient Ireland, since the 
word ‘‘fiadh,” the Gaelic for deer 
(literally, ‘“‘wild’’), occurs in many 


place-names. For instance ,the celebrated 
pass of Keimaneigh (Ceim-an-fiadh), the 
pass of the deer, leading “from Inchigeelah 


to Glengariff, is so called because the wild - 


deer used to pass through it when going 
from one pasture valley to . another. 
Possibly the deer in the Phoenix Park 
may be the descendants of those which 
roamed long ago through the great forest 
of Oxmantown. ; i 


Senator O'Neill 


What promises to be an 
interesting book, 
published, is 


unusually 
which will shortly be 
coming from the pen of 
Senator “Larry” O'Neill.” He is writing 
his reminiscences. In modern history 
Senator O'Neill claims to hold the record 
as. Lord Mayor of Dublin. Elected in 
1917, he remained in the Mansion House 
for seven years. During that period Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government suspended the 
Dablin Corporation; but. by virtue of an 
old Charter of Charles I]., once a Lord 
Mayor is elected in Dublin he is entitled 
to occupy the position until his successor 
is appointed. . According to that Charter. 
then Senator O'Neill was virtually Lord 
Mayor of Dublin for a period of thirteen 
years, until Alderman Byrne’ was 
appointed in 1930 under the Greater 
Dublin scheme. 

Senator O’Neill’s book of reminiscences 
will start from the vear when he first 
entered public life. He was rounded up 
in 1916 during Easter Week, and from 
1917 until the signing of the Treatv in 
1921 had an adventurous career. He has. 
I believe, two trips across the Atlantic 
to his credit. One was in connection with 
the White Cross work. He has always 
been a golf enthusiast, and, although he 
claims the Red Hand on his crest, he is 
100 per cent. a Dubliner, 


At aids’ CG hursday 


I discovered an interesting thing about 
Dublin’s G.P.O. the other day. Being a 
fairly frequent visitor I had for a long 
time received a casual impression, without 
taking any particular notice, that there

always seemed to be more people there on 
Thursday afternoons than on any other 
day. Last Thursday, however, I had 
occasion to go there twice—once at 6.30 
and again after 9 o'clock. Of course, 
there is always a rush just before the 
cross-Channel mail time, but even so there 
seemed to be an unusual number of girls 
occupying the ever-popular writing tables, 
so much so that I remarked to a friend 
that it looked as if the Hospitals’ Trust 
had taken over the premises. But when 
I went again at 9.30, and found that not 
only was there still a great number of 
virls there, but that to buy a stamp i had 
to go to the day-time counter instead of 
to the all-night telegram grille, I was 
moved to ask an official the reason. His 
explanation was as simple as it was un- 
expected. It-seems that Thursday is the 
standard “' evening off ” for the great 
majority of maid-servants in Dublin, and 
nearly all of them make a practice of 
spending part of their time in the G.P.O., 
writing home and—presumably—using it 
as a club to meet their friends and ex- 
change gossip. I feel I must congratulate 
our male officialdom on its “ataar ae 
adaptation of routine to meet the exigencies 
of such a humble female institution as a. 
maids’ evening out.

I wonder how many Dubliners are still 
unacquainted with their G.P.O. The 
other day I met a business man who had 
walked past it twice a day for five years 
and had never been inside it. I insisted 
on dragzing him in, but he was a dull 
creature and did not respond to my enthu- 
siasm. For me its great charm lies in 
being absolutely different from any other 
Post Ofice—Irish, English or Continental 
—that I havé ever visited. For one thing, 
it has a curious ecclesiastical atmosphere, 
which makes me feel I ought to remove 
my hat. This is induced partly by the 
height of the ceiling and partly by the 
hush-hush effect of the rubber flooring ; 
the whole being aided by the austere pre- 
sence of the Garda on duty. Then again, 
the discreet veiling from the vulgar gaze 
of all inner activities that do not directly 
concern the public, coupled with the 
absence of posters: and notices, is very 
pleasing and restful to the eye. But for 
me the greatest attraction of all is the 
fact that, if [ go to the stamp grille, the 


‘man behind -it is selling stamps and not 


dealing -with old age pensions or postal 
orders, or—praise Heaven—discussing with 
a colleague the merits of shot-silk socks 
at 2s. 11d. compared with plain cashmere 
at 2s. 6d I have no wish to be ungallant, 
but J have sometimes had to wait such a 
long time for attention in other post 
offices. i 


‘Blackleg 


When industrial trouble occurs among 
any section of workers there is one word 
that is used with exasperating frequency 
by the. more militant individuals con- 
cerned, and which has come to shave a 
very different signification from what it 
had originally. “ Blackleg,’’ like allslang 
terms, seems to have an obscure etymo- 
logy. In some dictionaries it is defined 


as ‘‘a notorious cheat and gambler ”; 


but, apparently, Byron, as his “ Hints 
from Horace ” proves, understood it to 
mean a wastrel at college, as this quota- 
tion implies: 
** Fool’d, pillaged, dunned, he wastes his 
term away, " 
And, unexpelled, perhaps, retirea M.A. 
Master oí Arts? As bills and clubs pro- 
claim, , 
Where searce a blackleg bears a a 
namne 
Some Scotch writers in the early years 
of the last century use it as applying to 
a person who carries love messages from 
one to another. Sir James Murray con- 
nects it with the expression “ blackneb ’ 
—a term which came into use during the 
French Kevolution, and meant one pos- 
sessed of democratic principles, or hostile 
to the existing Government. Sir Walter 
Scott, in “ The Antiquary,’’ makes one 
of his characters exclaim: ‘‘Take care, 
Monkboons, we shall set you down among 
the blacknebs by and by.” When the 
epithet ‘“‘ blackleg ’’ tame to be applied 
to non-strikers is unknown.

Even if it were admitted that the Irish 
Free State had flagrantly broken the Irish. 
Treaty of 1921, it should be remembered that 
Ireland has her grievances about broken 
treaties and promises made by England. 
Irish history is strewn with them, but the 
mention of one, I think, will suffice—the 
Act passed by the British Parliament in 
1783, one clause of which ran as follows :— 
“That, the said right claimed by the people 
of Ireland to be bound only by bé enacted 
nú His Majesty and the Parhament of that 

ingdom in all cases whatever and to have 
all actions and suits at law or in equity 
which may be instituted in that Kingdom 
decided in His Majesty’s Courts therein 
finally and without appeal from thence shall 
be and it is hereby declared to be estab- 
lished and ascertained for ever and shall at 
= time hereafter be questioned or question- 
able. 

To talk about the sanetity of treaties will 
I fear, then only raise feelings of scorn a 
resentment in Ireland against 
But there 
are other matters than treaties or Acts. 
The population of Ireland under British rule 
declined since 1841 (census) from 8,175,124 to 
4,227,000 (1925 census); counties like Cavan, 
Kilkenny and Galway, which had populations 
of 243,158, 183,349 and 460,198 respectively 
in 1841, had only 82,447, 70,965 and 169,311 
in 1926—enormous declines, and at a time, 
too, when every country in Europe advanced 
in wealth and population. 

Britain, in her contacts with Ireland, has 
brought her ruin and desolation; and evils 
done to Britain in return by Ireland, what 
are they? 

Whatever way one looks into this matter, 
England, indeed, has much to ask Ireland's 
forgiveness for; there almost seems to be a 
sadistic trait in her attitude towards her 
neighbour across the Irish zea 

To beggar Ireland into an association with 
the British Commonwealth by economic pres- 
sure hardly appears then, under the cireum- 
stances, to be either dignified or prudent; 
nor is it an exhibition that shows much 
knowledge of political psychology. 

I appeal, therefore, to the British people, 
to the British Cabinet, and to Mr. Thomas, 
to take the long.giew, forget past, differences, 
wipe the = slate. clean, and begin entirely 
de novo in their-negotiations. Might not a 
basis for discussion be somewhat as follows :— 
“ How can Great Britain and Ireland best 
promote each other’s prosperity and welfare 
and establish». mutual relations of friendship 
and good-will ?’’ 

Surely, if this were accomplished, the 
lawyers later on might find some political 
formula satisfactory to their constitutional 
demands, Differences in political outlook 
between Britain and Ireland are really more 
a matter of nomenclature than reality. Both 
believe in democratic institutions: a not un- 
important agreement at the present world 
crisis." . 

It is for Great Britain. the bigger country, 
to now make the first move. Let her be 
generous—the Irish, a generons-hearted 
people, can, and would, appreciate a gesture 
of that nature.—Yours, etc.,

CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—It is net my intention to make any 
attempt to reply to the correspondence which 
has been appearing in the aa for some 
time past regarding the proposed handing 
over to the Roman Catholic Church of one 
of our two Dublin Cathedrals. It is a pro- 
posal which, so far as I am aware, has ae 
no official recognition on the part of our 
Representative Church Body; neither has 
any official reply been made. I feel con- 
fident, however, that if, and when, the occa- 
sion arises for a reply our Church authorities 
will be found capable of dealing with the 
matter. 

It has been stated, however, in the course 
of this correspondence that our Church people 
are not making adequate use of Christ 
Church Cathedral, and writers have flung 
at us the reproach that this Cathedral is 
mostly empty, or almost so. While in no 
way admitting the truth of this statement, 
I desire to make use of it as the ground for 
an earnest appeal to our Irish Church people 
in Dublin Diocese to show greater interest 
in, and appreciation for. this ancient, his- 
toric, and very beautifal church by an in- 
creased attendance at its Services. he nor- 
mal seating accommodation is about 700. 
Surely it is not too much to ask, or expect, 
that every one of these 700 seats should be 
occupied at the Sunday Services, and I 
would earnestly appeal to loyal and 
thinking members i the Church (and 
oc É to the youth) to show their appre- 
ciation of their beantiful Diocesan Cathedral 
hy their frequent attendance at the Services. 

I trust others more influential than myself 
will follow up this appeal, and that during 
the coming weeks we shall have the great 
delight of seeing largely increased congre- 
gations rn, especially during the Sun- 
days in Lent.

realise, as we ought to do, the priceiess heir-

the new governing body of the Church, which 
had just come into being. However, as we 
know, Mr, Henry Roe (iong may his name 
and work be remembered) solved the difficult 
problem by his munificent gift to the Church, 
and Christ Church Cathedral was fitted to 
continue to occupy the place it has occupied 
for centuries as the Mother Church in 
Dublin, Diocesan Cathedral of Dublin, Glen- 
dalough and Kildare, and taking second 
place to none, save only Armagh 

If we, as Church people, see no reason 
why our Diocesan Cathedral should be 
handed over to the Roman Church, let us 
see to it that no apathy or indifference on 
our part is allowed to supply a reason. 

I know how much crowded congregations 
would cheer the heart of the Dean and all 
concerned in the Cathedral’s ministrations, 
and I earnestly trust that this letter may 
have the effect of centring the attention of 
loyal Church members on the Cathedral of 
the Holy Trinity.—Yours, ete.,

FLIGHT FROM THE LAND 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Six,—I read with interest your leading 
article entitled ' The Flight from the Land 
#nd could not help meditating on the unsatis. 
fying scope of country life and its attendant 
mental and moral shortcomings. Why, indeed, 
do leave their country work and often 
scrambie and toil for a small pittance in the 
eity? I heartily agree with you that the 
main cause must be sought in the “ appalling 
dulness of Irish countr~ life.’’ 

The Irish, without doubt, are a convivial 
and sociable race, but a number of unhappy 
circumstances tend in jaany districts to 
thwart and impede the proper development of 
their social or gregarious instinct. Not the 
least of these circumstances is the narrow: 
minded parochial outlook of adherents to the 
different political parties which divides 
parishes into cliques and opposition groups— 
disrupting any concerted effort to provide 
entertainment for the rural population. The 
disorganising effect of this factor in Irish 
country life cannot be lightly dismissed. Its 
effect can be seen in reports of halls burned, 
dances interfered with and musicians intimi- 
dated. Much, if not all, the blame must, 
indeed, be laid at the doors of our short- 
sighted politicians. 

t is a matter of national urgency -and 
importance that some attempt should be maile 
to brighten and cheer the lives of country 
dwellers if our policy of self-sufficiency 1s to 
be attained. If the agricultural areas tend to 
be further impoverished of its young people, 
Dr, Ryan may then whistle for the success of 
his wheat and beet schemes. 

The catch-cry, “Back to the Land,” has 
been a plank used by many pseudo-statesmen, 
but what have they done towards the realisa. 
tion of that policy? Have they made country 
life attractive to the town dweller’? We hear 
criticisms on all sides—the drabness and 
monotony of the country; the absence ol 
social amenities and entertainments; the 
unsatisfying material for conversation and 
mental development. We submit, moreover, 
that goa and scandal are too frequently 
met with in villages and parishes—spiced 
with political bitterness and parochial jealousy 
it too often creates much mental discontent 
and bitter feeling. The economic war, too, 
has engendered petty commercial jealousies 
and trade insecurity, which have added thei 
quota to the misery of the people. 

Hampered by the absence of higher educa- 
tion country dwellers often Jack a liberality 
of mind, and fail to rise above their troubles 
into the airy uplands of freedom and idealism : 
Is it any wonder if their moral and mental 
life suffers from these drawbacks? It 1s 
folly to pretend that people with dull, morbid 
and embittered dispositions can live a tranquil 
happy life on the land.

circumstances. ‘They can be 
overpowering and magnificent. Often | 
have felt these charms myself as 
watched the sun sink to rest behind Mount 
Gabriel and felt the inspiring effect of Words- 
worth’s words: ‘‘It was a beauteous evening 
calm and free.”

such scenes if I were embittered, morbid, 
penniless and lonely? Too often we see 
people leading drab, listless, lonely lives, 


away far from centres of life and gaiety. 
Martyrs often to political dribble, ignorant 
gossip, loneliness, mental inertia and lacking 
a friendly sociable atmosphere and common 
fellowship with alt their neighbours. Can 
we doubt but that dull brooding minds and 
thwarted social instincts can often send a 
man or woman over the border line into 
insanity ? 

Why does not the Government stop the 
rot? It cannot now do over much—con- 
sequences have their history in the past and 
change only with time. 

However, decently equipped halls, travelling 

theatres, cheap wireless sets, etc., would 
indeed help somewhat to dispel the clouds 
of country boredom, though the mental factor 
must never be ignored. Please God, 
yrosperity yet and security may further 
brig iten the dull routine of the farmer! May 
political, educational and sectarian difficulties 
be overcome, and with more social activities 
may the peasant at last come into his own. 
Nature then may give us happiness, and we 
mav agree with Horace when he says:

Owing to the 
strike which took place in the early months 
of 1933, when the line was practically closed 
for many weeks, comparisons with that year 
are not informative, and I will therefore 
refer also to some figures of the year 1932, 

The gross railway receipts increased b 
' £200,806, or 24 per cent. as compared with 
1933. but represent a decrease of £184,081, 
or 15 per cent. as compared with 1932. 
Passenger train traffic increased by £111,596, 
or 27 per cent., but is still £48,840 (9 per 
cent.) less than in 1932. Goods train traffic 
was up by £81,965, or 22 per cent, but 
£132,087, or 25 per cent., less than 1932, 
and miscellaneous and joint lines receipts 
were less by £35,940, or 10 per cent,, com- 
pared with two years ago. 


NUMBER OF PASSENGERS 


The numbe: of passengers carried (exclud- 
ing season tickets) was 445,059 less than in 
1932, but the total number of passengers 
carried an that year was abnormally large, 
due to the Eucharistic Congress. 

The volume of merchandise traffic, though 
up on 1933, is less than in 1932 by 89,536 
ons “(15 per cent.), and the receipts b 
£101,676 (25 per cent.). In mineral (includ- 
ing coal) traffic the tonnage is 32,434 (10 per 
cent.) Jess than two years ago, and the 
receipts £30,486 (29 per cent.) lower, ‘ 

As regards live stock, while ¥1,533 (3 per 
cent.) fewer animals were carried, the 

' receipts remained about the same as in 1932. 

Tt is self-evident that the whole political 
and fiscal basis of trading between the Free 
State and Northern Ireland could not be 
altered so radically as it has been in the 
past two years without gravely affecting the 
volume of business available for our system. 
In addition, intensive road competition con- 
tinued with unabated severity during the 
period, while the disastrous strike of 1933 in- 
evitably lost us much business, which it 
must take time to recover.: The volume of 
available traffic in this country is wholly in- 
sufficient to enable two methods of transport 
fo survive in active competition one with the 
other.

There has been considerable delay in the 
selting up of the machinery under the Act 
to deal with road lorry services, and it has 
only been possible within the last few months 
to take steps to acquire road hauliers’ 
licences.

-EMPLOYES 750 FEWER 


Against the fali which occurred in revenue, 
expenditure has been reduced by £163,069, 
or 14 per cent., compared with 1932. With 
a smaller volume of traffic to be handled, J 
regret that last wear there were about 750 
fewer employed than in 1932. '.. 

The loss on the\ road motor services has 
been reduced to 317, which is a great 
Improvement: on both, 1932 and 1935. 

Improved net receipts.to the extent of 
£2,680 have been secured in the hotels, re- 
freshment rooms and dining cars, compared 
with £1,719 in 1933 and in 1932. - 

By arrangement with ‘the L.M.S. we have 
undertaken the control of the Greenore Hotel. 
We have instituted our own management, and 
the hotel has been re-decorated. 

Miscellaneous receipts, £35,557, show the 
small decrease of £1,695 com with 1933, 
or £29,072 less than in 1932. In the -latter 
year, however, we were earning 5 per cent. 
on our holding of War Stock, against ó; per 
cent. in the subsequent years, while in the 
1932 accounts the exceptional 
£10,386 was included in respect of profit on 
conversion of the 5 per cent. War Loan. 


DEFICIT OF £72,954 


The final result of the year’s workin 
shows a surplus in total net imcome o 
£76,282, which, after meeting fixed charges, 
Debenture interest and the Guaranteed Stock 
dividend, leaves a deficit of £72,954. To 
meet this deficit, £7,500, the balance of com- 
pensation under the Irish Railways (Settle- 
ment of Claims), Act, 1921, has been appro- 
priated, and £65,454 has been taken from 
credit balances now released. 

It would. seem that the trade unions are 
proposing to seek increases in the present 
rates of wages. When one considers that our 
receipts have steadily declined since 1925, 
and are now about one million pounds less 
than. in 1923, 1 cannot see any reasonable 
grounds for the reported intentions of the 
trade unions. Our Ordinary and Preference 
shareholders, hundreds of whom are poor 
neople, have received no dividends for some 
years, and in common fairness are entitled 
io some return on their investments before 
claims are made for increases in wages. Our 
Chief Engineer has now equipped us with 
first-class rail omnibuas and cars.

TRAFFIC RECEIPTS RISING 


As ny cape the current year and the future 
our traffic receipts to this date show a slight 
improvement over 194. We have about 5,000 
employés, and the stockholders number about 
9,000; if each one would do his utmost to 
influence traffic for the company, we would 
have a most powerful canvassing organisation. 

So far as t e general position is concerned, 
trade depression has not yet disappeared 
while the “economic war ” continues with 
ever-increasing tariffs and restrictions, tend 
ing to diminish more and more the cross- 
border traffic which we once enjoyed. Last 
year I estimated the loss of traffic to the 
company due to the economic war at between 
£1 ,000 and £200,000 per annum, and that 
loss is not declining. A shock of that magni- 
tude must shake the foundations of any 
tradirg organisation, and is one which the 
best efforts of the board and of the staff can 
do little to counteract. Hopes, however, have 
been raised by the recent coal-cattle agree- 
ment between the Free State and Great 
Britain. In closing, I should like to pay 
tribute to the good work done by the staff 
from the chief officers down. : 


SHAREHOLDERS’ 


CRITICISMS 


Mr. M. J. Kelly (Moy) said that the chair- 
man should give an explanation in respect of 
a serious allegation made against the directors 
by the Stockholders’ Association. If the 
statement in question were true he would 
have to move that the accounts be not 
adopted, and that a committee of investiga- 
tion be appointed. The allegation. was that, 
not content with making a persona] canvass 
for proxies, the directors had requisitioned 
officials of the company to canvass for that 
barpees when their time should have been 

evoted to the company’s affairs. 

Mr. J, J. Maguire (Dublin) said that the 
workers got full wages, except for a small 
reduction, while Ordinary and Preference 
stockholders got no dividends. The line was 
run practically for the workers’ benefit, and 
no attention should be paid to the demand 
for increased wages. If legislation dealing 
with road cotmpetition had been introduced 

ears ago, things would have been much 

tter. 

Senator T. McLaughlin, chairman of the 
G.N.R. Stockholders’ Association, said that 
the railway could only get back business by 
meeting customers in a spirit of give-and-take. 
They could not expect merchants:to pay 10s. 
a ton for transport of goods if another com- 
pany carried the same goods at Qs. a ton. 
They should see that the needs and comfort 
of the travelling public were catered for. He 
strongly protested against any discrimination 
in the issue of free passes to shareholders to 
attend that meeting. 

He did not see that there was any necessity 
for highly paid canvassers, and thought that 
stationmasters and officials at all stations 
other than Dublin or Belfast could do all the 
canvassing required, and this should be the 
major part of their work. 

The present state of the company’s affairs 
reflected no credit on the directors. lí they 
i could not bring back the company to 
prosperous conditions, new blood should be 
infesed into the board, 

Mr. Larkin (Belfast) asked if the G.S.R 
could make a profit of £80,000 on ‘buses. 
Whv should the G.N.R. Company not be able 
to do better than they had done in Northern 
Ireland. He proposed that a committee of 
inspection, composed of three Ordinary share 
holders, be appointed-to go over the system 
periodically in order to see what could be 
done regarding redundant employment; and 
that a salary of £1.000 for 'the committee be 
deducted from the directors’ fees. (Laughter. ) 


PLIGHT OF STOCK-HOLDERS 


Mr. W. Milligan (Belfast), Deputy Chair. 
man. of the Stockholders’ Association, said 
that intense misery was being faced by many 
stockholders. He asked why should it be 
necessary to have ten directors to be respon- 
sible for so small a revenue. The 
G.S.R. had only seven directors, and 
it took over three millions. He asked 
the chairman to disclose the nature

Mr. W. O'Neill, Ballymena, said that even 
if the directors gave their services free, the 
ordinary stockholders would not get divi- 
dends.

The Northern 
Government should, be approached by the 
directors who should tell Sir Dawson - Bates 
of the responsibility of the Government for 
righting the wrong they had done in the 
last ten years, in allowing unremunerative 
opposition to a company which had to pay 
proper wages. - 

Mr. F. Storey (Belfast), hon Secretary 
of the Stockholders’ Association, said that 
further wage concessions would lead to bank- 
ruptcy. e had made inquiries as to the 
allegation against directors, concerning officials 
canvassing for proxies, and was told by 
officials that it was not with the consent of 
the directors, or chief officials that this took 
place, as the latter had no control over the 
staff after business hours, 

Mr. E. Shields (Belfast), 
Russell (Dundalk), also spoke. 


“ RATE-CUTTING ” 
DIFFICULTY 


Thé Chairman, in replying, said that in 
regard to the canvassing of proxies none of 
the staff had been canvassing during business 
hours. Last year, when he came into: the 
chair, there was a little unfriendliness; he 
was not going to sit there and be pushed out 
by the lot of them. He and his fellow 
directors, therefore, asked people to give them 
their proxies just as the other shareholders 
had askéd these people. 
wanted was a fair show. 

In regard to the increased wages question, 
he hoped they would see an end of this. There 
had been a demand made at Dundalk, which, 
he was glad to say, had been withdrawn. 

As to the cutting of rates, their policy was 
only to do this so far as it was economic; 
he hoped the legislation arrived at in the 
South, and which was about to be arrived at 
in the North, would put an end to the present 
ridiculous rate-cutting. 
travellers, he maintained that the G.N.R. 
carriages and rolling stock were about as 
good as there were in this country. A new 
shelter was about to be provided on the 
island platform at Portadown ; trains could not 
formerly be run to the other platform because 
of the i, ars delay occasioned by the 
passengers having to use the subway.

_SUSPENSORY sentence of nine 
months” imprisonment, with hard 
labour, was imposed by Judge Shannon 
at the Dublin Circuit Crimmal Court yes- 
terday on William Moore (32), of Ashiord 
street, Oxmantown road, who pleaded 
guilty to having, while employed by the 
ospitals’ Trust, Ltd., stolen a book con- 
taining the names and addresses of confi- 
dential agents. 
Mr. J. J. O’Connor, solicitor, who ap- 
ared for Moore, stated that his client had 
gn employed by the Trust as a porter. 
The ba he had stolen was one of four 
copies of a book that had been used in 
connection with one of the 1933 Sweeps, 
and was afterwards put in a cupboard with 
other records of that sweep. The accused 
had told him (Mr. O'Connor) that he had 
found the book amongst advertising matter 
and brought it home, with no intention of 
making any improper use of it. He was 
subsequently dismissed from the Trust, 
and had been unable to ascertain the cause. 
He then became “annoyed, and communi- 
cated with the Customs authorities in 
England and endeavoured to sell them the 
book. That was a most improper thing to 
do, but, apparently, the information had 
not been appreciated by the English 
Customs 


SCOTLAND YARD 


Judge Shannon—It was not. They passed 
the letter on to Scotland Yard, and Scot- 
land Yard informed the authorities on 
this side. 

Mr. O'Connor, continuing, said that 
subsequent to that Moore’s house was 
raided by detectives and the book was 
found. He immediately told them what 
he had been doing. The book itself was of 
no value, except that it was capable of 
being used in the manner in which the 
accused man intended to use it. He had 
now realised the seriousness of what he 
had tried to do, and was willing to give an 
undertaking that he would never in the 
future attempt to injure the Trust in any 
way. His action had been prompted by 
annoyance, and not by the prospect of 
making money. 

Judge Shannon—I don’t know about 
that. He said in the letter that he wanted 
to make money. 

Mr. O'Connor said that up to the time of 
the offence Moore had borne an excellent 
character. He was ‘a married man with 
two children, aged 12 and 10 years, and, 
in all the circumstances, was deserving 
more of pity than of punishment. No real 
injury had been done to the Trust. 

Mr. VP. J. Fleming, of the Foreign 
Department of Hospitals’ Trust, said that 
the book contained the names of confiden- 
tial agents throughout the world, and at 
would be a serious thing if it got into the 
hands of anyone hostile to the Trust. 
Although the book had not been actually 
in use at the time it was stolen, the vast 
majority of the people named in it were 
still agents. He believed that Moore could 
have got the book only by taking it from 
the cupboard 


REASON FOR DISMISSAL | 


To Mr. O’Connor, Mr. Fleming said that 
the accused had been given a fair chance 
and consideration before he had been dis- 
missed. He had been dismissed because 
he was not.considered a temperate man. 

When first employed by the Trust he 
was considered trustworthy, but it had 
been found necessary to reduce him to the 
position of a cleaner. Moore knew a good 
deal about the organisation. They had 
to use extraordinary methods, because 
they were up against hostility in various 
counties and had to provide against that. 

Judge Shannon said that the value of 
the book to the Trust was connected with 
the fact that certain laws in other 
countries were not in force here. 

Detective-Oficer H. Weir said that when 
the book was found in Moore’s house a 
page was missing, and the names on that 
page had been written on the back of the 
previous page. A sheet of foolscap covered 
with names was also found. 

The accused, replying to Mr. O'Connor, 
said that he had no further copies or 
documents connected with the book. 

Judge Shannon said that he wished to 
emphasise that he was not in the least con- 
cerned to protect agents of the Trust who 
acted against the laws of their own 
countries. If they choose to do that it was 
their business.*and it was no part of the 
duty of the Court to protect them. 
Addressing: Moore, Judge Shannon said: 
“ Your action in disclosing these names 
to Scotland Yard was beyond contempt 
You put yourelf in the position of a 
common informer, selling your fellow men 
for any small sum of money you might 
get from the authorities of another 
country.” The suspensory sentence was 
then passed, and Moore was hound over 
to be of good behaviour for two years. 
He was then discharged. 


BEE-KEEPING FOR THE 
GARDENER

The monthly meeting of the Irish 
Gardeners’ Association and Benevolent 
Society was held last evening in the Red 
Bank Restaurant, D'Oher street, Dublin. Mr. 
J. Fox presided and there was a large 
attendance. 

In a lecture on “ Bee-keeping,’’ Mr. R. N. 
Tweedy dealt with the important part played 
by the honey-bee in the fertilisation of the 
blossoms of fruit trees. He advised two 
hives as a beginning—one chiefly for stock 
purposes. He emphasised ‘the importance of 
well-constructed hives, and gave exhanstive 
instructions regarding the manipulation of 
the stocks—hiving. removing section crates, 
etc.—also methods of controlling and manag- 
ing the bees during the various operations 
connected with successful bee-keeping. He 
concluded by answering ‘questions; and 
emphasised the fact that the gardener is in 
an ideal position to become a successful bee- 
keeper. 

An interesting discussion followed the 
lecture, at the conclusion of which a hearty 
vote of thanks to Mr. Tweedy was proposed 
by the Chairman; seconded by Mr. Chilcott, 
suppurted by Mr. Thomas Shaw, and passed 
with acclamation.

He did not 
think that there was. any justice in the bill, 
nor did he think the extended franchise 
would help either the Minister or local 
government. 


LABOUR VIEW 

Mr. W. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that 
the action of the Opposition in opposing the 
bill was illogical, having regard to the pro- 
testations of that party that they wanted to 
give youth a voice in the counsels of the 
uation., Deputy Mulcahy wanted people of 
21 years of age to elect him and the Execu- 
tive Council, but did not want the same 
sh to elect Town Commissioners, charged 
with the spending of a few hundred pounds 
a year. One would imagine that the Opposi- 
tion would have welcomed the bill, or was 
all their talk about youth so much humbug 
to try to preserve the attenuated ranks of 
the U.LP. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that there was 
nothing in their attitude that would prevent 
any man or women of 21 years of age from 
voting in Local Government elections if they 
had the qualification of being ratepayers. 

Mr. NORTON said that he thought the 
bill was a good bill and was calculated to 
develop a keen interest in the local elections 
of the country. It would harness the bene-

THE COUNTY COUNCILS

taxation.’” As a County Councillor he re- 
sented the statements made on both sides 
of the House describing County Councils as 
discredited bodies. ‘The members of those 
bodies gave their services free to the public, 
and it was very unfair of anyone to use the 
House as a platform for condemning them. 
If the bill became an Act, he hoped that it 
would be the forerunner of the promised de- 
rating. 

Mr. HASLETT (Independent, Monaghan) 
said that the real reason for the introduction 
of the bill had not been explained to the 
House. They should have been told that 
the bill was one of a series designed to 
change the voting strength of political 
parties. That was the reason, and not the 
desire to broaden representation for local 
authorities, 


TENEMENT DWELLERS 


Mr. T. KELLY (F.F., South Dublin) said 
that there was a great deal of talk about the 
ratepayers, but who were the ratepayers’? He 
knew a tenement house in Great Longford street, 
Dublin, in which there were eight families 
crowded, who paid a total of £2 a week, or 
£104 a year in rent. Out of that sum the 
landlord paid head rent and other charges, 
including £17 rates, but who was it that 
really paid that £17 Was it not the young 
men and women crowded into the rooms in 
the tenement from whose earnings £2 a week 
was taken in rent? 

Mr. M. DAVIS (U.I., North Mayo) said 
that, if the farmer had got derating, he would 
agree that a complete change in the basis of 
local fe greg should be made. But 
there should be a sense of responsibility 
amongst those who had the control of local 
rates, and a man without such responsibility 
should not have the liberty of putting his 
hand in his neighbour's pocke, and spending 
public money lavishly. 

Mr. CURRAN (U.I., Tipperary) said that 
the Minister knew perfectly well that those 
representatives on local authorities who had 
been responsible for corruption did not repre- 
sent the ratepaying section of the community, 
There was no justification for a bill like that; 
for it only would add more trouble to the 
Minister himself and interfere with local 
finances. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 


In reply, the Minister (Mr. O'KELLY) 
said that some deputies knew so little about 
the bill that they did not refer to its contents 
at all. It was his concern as a Minister and 
a deputy and a citizen to see that the busi 
néss of the local authorities should be con- 
ducted in the proper way, with expedition 
and efficiency.

it illegal. Could there be a clearer ad- 
mission of Government bankruptcy? When 
President de Valera came into power he 
suspended the operation of the Public 
Safety Act, which had been brought into 
to put the Irish Re. 
publican Army out of action. He. then 
proceeded to take steps to remove the oath 


being expressly 


of allegiance to the King from the Free 
State Constitution, declaring at the time 
that the abolition of this oath would 
deprive the “I.R.A.” of its only raison 
d’étrve; that the irreconcilables no longer 
would have any excuse to bear arms 
against the State, or even to stand aloof 
from it; and that thenceforward no young 
Irishman would dream of carrying a gun 
save in the services of “he State. In order, 
presumably, to absorb the prodigal children 
of the “ I.R.A.” Mr. Frank Aiken estab- 
lished his Volunteer Reserve ; but he might 
as well have spared himself the trouble, 
for the ‘‘I.R.A.”’ has gone serenely on its 
way, treating the pathetic advances of 
the President and of Mr. Aiken with 
equal contempt. 

What is the object of the ‘‘ I.R.A.”’ ? 
Admittedly, it is an armed force, and

They, at least, are honest. It 
declares that its purpose is to establish an 
Irish Republic, and makes no secret of its 
intention to bear arms until this purpose 
is achieved. From time to time the 
“LR.A.' gives evidence of its existence 
in most unpleasant ways. Some months 
ago, for example, a large body of its 
members raided a Dublin cinematograph 
theatre, and threw ink on the screen as a 
protest against the theatre's 

‘““imperialism.’’ The ‘ imperialism ' on 
that occasion was limited to the exhibition 
of a film of a Royal wedding. There have 
been other cases of “ I.R.A.” activity up 
and down the country, and, although in 
some of them arms have been carried 
openly, no action has been taken by the 
Government. In these circumstances, 
public opinion very naturally associates the 
“T.R.A.” with every act of violence that 
occurs in the Free State. Although there 
is no evidence of any kind to connect it 
with the recent murder of Mr. Richard 
More O’Ferral!, several speakers on polli- 
tical platforms have assumed that only 
members of the ‘‘I.R.A."’ could carry 
arms. Whether or not these assimptions 
are justified—and we do not believe for a 
moment that the “ 1.R.A.,"’ as such, was 
responsible for the Lissard affair—the fact 
remains that some thousands of young men 
in the Free State are going about with 
guns in their pockets, and that ultimately

| the only purpose of a gun is to shoot some- 


body. Does President de Valera really 


think that there is no necessity to bring 
these firearms under Government control ? 
So long as Mr. Cosgrave’s Administration 
was in power there may have been some 
poor excuse from the point of view of 
Republican extremists for the maintenance 
of an irregular force; but now, with the 
oath out of the way, and President de 
Valefa enthroned in Merrion street, there 
can be none. 

President de Valera cannot be wholly 
blind to the condition of affairs that is 
arising in this country in consequence of 
its increasing lawlessness. So long as an 
irregular force is allowed to carry arms, 
with or without official connivance, there 
will be almost unlimited opportunities for 
crimes of violence. Any murderer or 
robber, who may have no connection what- 
ever with the organisation, needs only to 
whisper the sinister letters “LR.A.” to 
ensure almost complete immunity from 
discovery. The people are afraid to give 
information to the police, and juries in 
several cases have allowed themselves to 
be intimidated. Dr. Kinnane, the Bishop 
of Waterford, has expressed the Church's 
views on the existence of the “ I.R.A.’’ in 
very definite language; and there is not 
the least doubt that the mere fact that it 
is tolerated by the Government is encou- 
raging all sorts of lawless persons to 
terrorise the countryside. We are quite 
prepared to believe that the leaders of the 
“ T.R.A.”’ are men of high principles, who 
are inspired by a real, if misguided, 
idealism ; but nobody can be a greater 
danger to the safety of a State than this

" Arab and Jew 


The Jerusalem Correspondent of The 
Times offers a lucid account of present 
conditions in Palestine. Partly as a result 
of their expulsion from Germany, and 
partly, no doubt, because the Zionist 
experiment now offers better prospects of 
success, Jews are flocking into the Holy 
Land in increasing numbers every year. 
In 1951 the Jewish population numbered 
174,610 ; in the early half of last year it 
had risen to some 250,000; at the end of 
last year it was reckoned at 285,000— 
although the Jews themselves placed it at 
$10,000—and by the end of this year the 
population, probably, will have reached 
550,000. The British Government has 
imposed severe restrictions on the number 
of immigrants to prevent a too rapid 
increase, but the permitted quota always 
is filled, and there is & considerable 
seepage of illegal immigrants, who are 
smuggled into the country at a rate of 
£40 a head by certain convenient agencies. 
This flow of immigrants has created a 
series of difficult problems. Many of 
them remain in the neighbourhood of 
Jaffa and Tel-Aviv—which are becoming 
sadly congested—and buy land there at 
exorbitant rates. A few years ago the 
Arab who owned land in that region was 
willing to sell it for £10, or thereabouts, 
an acre; now he can obtain £300 or £400 
an acre from the Jewish immigrants, and 
promptly removes himself further South, 
where he can buy inordinately cheaper 
land with the proceeds. An economic crisis 
is not expected as yet, since the constant 
arrival of fresh Jewish capital will keep 
things going for a while ; but the Govern- 
ment is maintaining a careful watch, and 
has set aside several million pounds for 
the provision of public works, when, and 
if, the need will arise. Political trouble 
is more likely than economic. Although 
there is better feeling in and around 
Jaffa—thanks to the employment of Arab 
labour by Jewish settlers—yet the rela- 
tions of the two races throughout the 
“ountry at large show no sign of improve- 
ment. At present the Jews are reasonably 
eontented, but the are full of 
grievances. Last December an Arab 
deputation waited upon the British High 
Commissioner, and urged that the Jewish 
invasion was endangering the Arabs’ civil 
and religious rights.

Since then, a new faction, called the

Words and Music 


Sir Thomas Beecham, to use a reprehen- 


sible expression, has been at it again. | 


Some months ago he said that music 
should not be broadcast, since the public 
is incapable of appreciating it; and now 
he has gone a step or two farther. Broad- 
casting, in his most recent opinion, “is 
the foremost misfortune that has ever over- 
taken this planet.’’ The statement was 
made at a dinner of the Authors’ Club in 
London, and probably it 
regarded more in the nature of a curtain- 
raiser than in the light of a considered 
judgment. Later on, however, Sir Thomas 
delivered himself of something more valu- 
able. “ It is in the interest of both music 
and literature that they should be forcibly 
divorced,"’ he said. He had asked many 
distinguished men of letters to co-operate 


with him in grand opera ; but they all had | 


Tefused.. In short, it is impossible to 
write good words to good music. Either 
one or the other must suffer extinction in 
the process. There is a very large amount 
of truth in this opinion. In grand opera 
it is frequently necessary for the singer to 
make a speech of a hundred words in a 
time limit, regulated by the music, of a 
few seconds. He does it; but it is quite 
unintelligible. The words are all delivered 
onthe same note, and thus the listener 
who is interested only in the music suffers 
as well. It is, in fact, almost impossible to 
tell a story and put it to music. Chopin, 
Beethoven and the other great musicians 
are able to unfold a scene perfectly clearly 
without recourse to words; but when 
Schubert tried to add words to some of his 
delightful airs he succeeded only in 
descending into bathos. Some of his lyrics 
scarcely would bear comparison with the 
most glucose of modern love songs. In the 
case of modern song-writers, none of their 
lyrics would bear examination for a 
moment if divorced from the accompanying 
tune. Sounds like ' do deo do ' are used 
in the place of words, and syllables are 
stressed wholly inaccurately to fit in with 
the musical score. Sometimes it happens 
that a song-writer like Noel Coward tries to 
invest his lyric with a value of its own, 
and often the result is amusing in the way 
that a Limerick interests the listener. This 
type of song, however, rarely gains the 
universal acceptance that a catchy tune 
with a meaningless lyric enjoys. Once 
again Sir Thomas Beecham has presented 
us with a problem which seems incapable 
of solution. 


Idle Ships 


Seven million tons of shipping at the 


present moment are lying idle, laid up in 
various ports throughout the world, and 
of this enormous total nearly a million 
and a half tons are in the United King- 
dom. In spite of the recent revival, the 
report issued by the British Chamber ol 
Shipping reveals, the depression is not 
yet over in this industry. The prospects, 
undeniably, are brighter than they were a 
few years ago. Seven million tons of idle 
shipping is a very large figure, but it has 
been reduced from the fourteen and a hal! 
million tons which marked the lowest ebb 
of the shipping trade in 1952. The 
provement, however, is not so great as it 
might appear at first sight. Since 1952 
three million tons of shipping have been 
put back -into commission by the arrival 
of better days, but the number of idle 
ships would be even greater than it is now 
if it were not for the fact that four and a 
half million tons been scrapped 
altogether. From whatever cause, there 
has been a definite reduction in the 
world’s shipping, and shipbuilding firms 
in these islands will find cause for alarm

been one of the worst sufferers. Her total 
tonnage now is ten per cent. less than it 
was in 1914, and, with the exception of 
Germany, she is the only great maritime 
nation whose merchant service shows a re- 
duction on the pre-War figure. The de- 
pression through which the British in 
dustry still is passing is due largely to the 
fact that foreign ‘countries have 
allowed to gain a far greater proportion of 
the carrying trade than they 
before. Of late, however, the 
authorities have become aware- of the 
danger to their merchant service, and 
their efforts to regain part of their lost 
position have met with some success. 
Withip the last three years the percentage 
of the world’s trade carried: by British 
ships has been increasing, and the ship- 
building industry already is beginning to 
profit by the fact.

The Blairgowrie sent out urgent calls 
for help on Tuesday night. 

“ Situation desperate; no steering gear; 
hold full of water,” was the grim message 
which came on the wings of the gale in 
Morse to the giant German liner Ease 
at 11.30 p.m. 

Half-an-hour later came the despairing 
cry: '' Cannot last five minutes longer.”’ 

Then there was silence. 

The Europa put on full speed, and 
headed through the mountainous seas for 
the freighter; but when she reached the 
positron given some two hours later there 
was no sign of the British ship. 

After a fruitless search in the darkness 
she continueden her voyage in the teeth 
of a gale which slowed her progress to a 
crawl, despite the terrific power of her 
engines. 

Two other steamers, the American Banker 
and the Dutch Blommersdijk, also joined 
in the search, but no trace of the Blair- 
gowrie could be found. 

Subsequently the Cunard-White Star 
liner Olympic was reported to be making

A violent south-westerly gale raged in 
Tipperary. There was a heavy and pro- 
longed downpour of rain. The wires in 
James street carrying the Shannon electric 
current were blown down, causing serious 
danger to passers-by. Almost  simul- 
taneously the electric wires in Galbally 
road were found to be out of order, and 
while matters were being put right the 
current was cut off, plunging most of the 
town into darkness. 

Many windows were bldWn in, and sign- 
posts outside shops were smashed. Flying 
slates and tiles were a danger to pedes- 
trians. The corrugated iron roofing 
bounding the sports ficld was ripped off 
and flung on the roadside, sheds were 
blown down, and poultry and livestock 
exposed to the elements. 

Yesterday morning many roads were 
temporarily impassible owing to the heavy 
floods, and Bansha railway station was 
surrounded by a great mass of water from 
the swollen River Avra. Lands along the 
bed of the Rivers Suir and Aherlow are 
submerged. : 


THUNDERSTORM 


A severe thunderstorm, accompanied by 
continuous gales and heavy rain, raged 
over Bantry on Tuesday night. There was 
severe flooding in the lowlands throughout 
the country. ‘Telegraphic communication 
was put out of action, and houses in many 
areas were stripped of slates. 

There has been intense cold for the past 
few days. All the hilltops in the district 
were covered with snow. 

One ot the fiercest storms of wind and 
rain ever experienced locally raged in 
Youghal. A good deal of damage -was 
done in the town. Mountainous seas ran 
in the harbour and bay, and the salmon 
fishermen were warned not to go out. 
Nevertheless, a few ran the risk and 
captured some fish. 

Limerick experienced the severest storm 
for years, when a south-westerly gale blew 
with hurricane force for hours, and was 
accompanied by hailstones. Slates webs 
swept off the houses, and in some cases 
windows were blown in. 

There was a partia] failure of electric 
light in a few localities during the night. 

Yesterduy morning it was found that 
telegraph communication had been inter- 
rupted with Kerry and West Clare, but 
the service was made good after a short 
time. :

MOUNTAINOUS SEAS AT 
WATERFORD 


A ‘gale of great intengity agg over 
Waterford city and county .on Tuesday 
night. The storm was felt in the harbour, 
where tremendous seas proved a menace 
to shipping entering and leaving. QOut- 
ward-bound ships were compelled to anchor 
in Passage Roads and:to await its cessa- 
tion. 

The steamer Heinrich Grammerstorf 
(Captain Schorler) could not face the 
tremendous seas outside the harbour, and 
her master was compelled to let go both 
anchors for the night. Approaching 12 
o'clock the vessel] was assailed by a squall, 
and, dragging her anchors, was carried 
on to a bank of mud and clay, where she 
stuck fast for several hours. - Later, with 
the assistance of a kedge anchor, she was 
successfully refloated, and enabled to 
resume her outward journey when the 
storm: had died down, which was not until 
a late hour yesterday morning. 

The Heinrich Grammerstorf carried a 
cargo of fertilisers to Waterford from 
Bremen, via Limerick, and left the port 
yesterday evening in ballast. She is of 
800 tons burthen. 


STEAMER HELPLESS 


The steamer trawler Whitby, of Milford, 
also ran aground at a point in the roads 
known as Dromore Buoy. The trawler was 
fishing off the coast when she was struck 
by a squall. Her skipper hastily w 
anchored and ran before the gale íor the 
nearest port of safety, which was Water- 
ford Harbour. The Whitby had success- 
fully negotiated the entrance to the 
harbour, but, followed by the wind, ran 
aground on a sand bank, where she lies 
helpless. She carries a crew of nine. 

Three other vessels were reported as 
being windbound in the Roads, They are 
the Cargan, Carlingford ( Courtmac- 
sherry), for Liverpool, and the Kyanite, 
outward bound, in ballast.

TO GO 


M* SEAN T. O’KELLY (Minister for 
Local Government) moved, at 
yesterday's sitting of the Dail, that the 
Local Government (Dublin) Bill be again 
sent to the Senate. This bill abolishes 
the commercial register for Dublin 
Corporation. 

Mr. Mulcahy (U.I., Dublin, N.) "said 
that the valuation of business and com- 
mercial premises in Dublin was about 
£800,000. Under the bill the people who 
paid rates on these premises would have 
no representation directly, or in any other 
way, in the Corporation. 

Mr. Cosgrave (U.I., Cork City) said 
that the Dublin Corporation was now in 
the market for money. People having ex- 
tensive property in the city would 
naturally take an interest in the flotation 
of a loan by the. Dublin Corporation. It 
was consequently advisable that they 
should be represented on the body which 
was pledging the credit of their property. 

What objection had there been on the 


part of the other sections of the community 
to the representation of the industrial end 
business community on the municipal 
body? Harmonious relations had hitherto 
existed in the Dublin Corporation between 
the people who had been elected on this 
franchise and the other members. 
might help the present loan if it were 
known that this bill was to get re- 
consideration. 


NO MONEY FOR HOUSING 


Mr. Belton (Independent, Dublin, N.) 
said that if present conditions had been 
similar to those of a year ago, Dublin 
Corporation would have been saved 
£40,000. Money was cheaper in the world 
market than at that time, yet business 
people who had underwritten their 34 per 
Cent. Stock at 96 last year (though the 
Corporation had hoped to get every penny 
on their flotation) would to-day only 
zuarantee it at 93.

vision made and no money available for 
the building of one solitary house on the 
1935 programme. The cash _ realisable 
from this loan would be £1,236,000, to 
which amount contracts were all placed, 
with the exception of £75,000 for the 
widening of South Great George s street. 

““I don’t want to say anything here that 
I should not say,” continued Mr. Belton, 
“but I don’t really know what is danger- 
point. "In any case, we have not any 
money to build houses on the developed 
land at Crumlin. We are making no pro- 
vision for money in this loan for building 
houses there. Dublin Corporation also has 
discontinued the lending of money to house 
purchasers under the Small Dwellings Act, 
and no provision is made in this loan for 
financing the future operation of that Act. 
There is £250,000 earmarked in it for the 
Act, but this will have to be transferred 
to other accounts from which money has 
been borrowed already for working the 
Act. For practical purposes, this loan 
will leave no money available for small 
dwellings. The Minister would give it, 
but only at. 4} per cent., which would not 
be a practicable proposition. 


APPEAL TO MINISTER 


“I put it to the Minister that 
the withdrawal of this bill would ag 4 
the credit of Dublin Corporation, whic 
would be a good thing for that Corpora- 
tion and local government generally in 
this country. 

“If the operation of the Small Dwell- 
ings Act is EA (Al definitely, 80 per 
cent, of building activities in and around 
the City of Dublin will cease; and the 
building trade is giving the most employ- 
ment in the city now—more than all the 
factories put together. Another thing— 
it is necsesary that a second main be laid 
from Roundwood giving increased . water 
supply or an alternative supply.

“To carry on even in the comparatively 
small, ambitious way we were carrying on 
in housing and general development of the 
city, another loan on top of this is 
practical politics. So the Minister will 
perceive the absolute necessity of this 
present loan being a huge success. Even 
if the price is pretty high, it is good to 
be able to get money even at that price; 
and, if it is not a success, it will be 
serious. 
He had the opinion that it would help 
the credit of the Dublin Corporation if 
this bill was withdrawn. 


THE CITY'S CREDIT 


Mr, S. T. O'Kelly, the Minister, said 
that he did not think that there was 
anything in the suggestion that the hold- 
ing up of this bill would affect the credit 
of the Dublin Corporation. 
Mr. Belton—Would. it 
rates? 

Mr. O'Kelly said that he could not see 
how it would affect the rates. If any- 
thing that he could do would help the 
Dublin Corporation to get money cheaper 
for housing he would be very happy to 
do it.

ESTERDAY afternoon the Dail 
opened to what might be, and will 
be, described as a rattle of distant gun- 
fire. In the very first ga iestion Mr. 
MacDermot wanted to know what the 
President was doing about the or- 
ganisation known as the Irish Republi- 
can Army. Was it not about time to de- 
clare it an illegal association? The 
President, very briefly, said .the police 
were doing their duty. That completed 
the discussion. 

There were, however, other interesting 
questions on the order paper, dealing with 
inexplicable arrests, the shooting up of 
dances, public drilling, and daily 
robberies. All of these provoked the 
Opposition to anger. The Government, 
however, took the thing more easily, and 
contented themselves with the statement 
that the polive were doing their duty. 

During one discussion Deputy Burke 
said the arrested men in question were 
much the nicest people in West Cork. 
The Government remained unmoved. It 
was suggested that members of the League 
of Youth were arrested, while the I.R A. 
could rush about burning and pillaging 
without interference; that the police 
thought dances shot up were compensated 
for by roads blocked and telegraph wires 
cut; and that the Minister for Justice 
knew nothing about anytl'ng. The 
Government made no reply. 

Later, Deputy Hugo Flinn, in reply- 
ing to a number of questions dealing with 
finance, said: ‘‘ The answer is in the 
negative ” so often that the Opposition 
raised a cheer when eventually he found 
something he could answer in the affirma- 
tive. 


FREE FOR ALL 


At the commencement of public busi- 
ness the House was faced with the Local 
Government Bill. This bill had been held 
up by the Senate for eighteen months, 
and now the Dail was about to call their 
attention to it again, secure in the 
knowledge that this time it would become 
law. The debate was a little dull, 
probably because every one knew what the 
conclusion must be; but there were some 
bright moments. 

Deputy Norton, in a space of ten 
minutes, said: “ Youth is to take its place 
in the councils of the nation ” at least 
seven times. It was harrowing to watch 
him trying to avoid the phrase. Deputy 
Esmonde said it looked like a 
free for all fight, and under those 
circumstances he thought he might as well 
join in; Deputy Davin said Deputy Belton 
was raving, and Deputy Kelly said he was 
only a village politician.

“THE problem of so amending the 

Canadian Constitution as to give the 
Dominion Parliament more power to deal 
with urgent economic. questions of a 
national scope is being tackled by a Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, which 
has just begun an investigation into the 
British North America Act. 

The object is to attain this end while 
safeguarding the rights of racial and 
religious minorities and provincial 
autonomy. 

The Deputy Minister of Justice, Mr. 
Alexander Edwards, who appeared before 
the Committee, said that he saw no denial! 
of Canadian sovereignty in the British 
Parliament having the power to amend 
Canada’s Constitution, This power was 80 


vested because Canada desired the exist- 


ence of that condition. Any amendment 
would have to be decided first at Ottawa, 
and then acted upon in London. 

The Committee would, the Deputy 
Minister said, have to make an exhaustive 
study of the opinions and conditions in 
the provinces before attempting to amend 
the Constitution. 

He suggested that an amendment might 
be brought about by a two-thirds vote of 
the whole of the Canadian population on 
the electoral roll, or by a majority vote of 
the provinces. ' 

The Cómmittee is faced with a heavy 
task, as the roots of the Act lie deep down 
in Canadian history, but while the rights 
of the minorities must not be prejudiced, 
it is felt that the Constitution must be 
brought in certain respects into a closer 
harmony with present-day economic and 
social conditions.

THE DURHAM 
UNIVERSITY

The: Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—The Royal Commission appointed 
a year ago to inquire into the organisa 
tion and work of Durham University have 
recommended drastic changes in the 
system prevailing at one of our historic 
educational foundations, itself more than 
a century old, and the offspring of a 
much longer tradition of learning. There 
was a College at Durham in the days of 
Oliver Cromwell, and so far back as the 
year 1249 the bequest of a gentleman of 
Durham resulted in the foundation of 
University College, Oxford, while both 
Balliol and Trinity owe their existence 1n- 
directly to the zeal for education shown 
in the same century by the people of the 
north-east coast. It is a _ regrettable 
memory that the College established at 
Durham in the seventeenth century was 
dissolved upon the jealous petition of 
those who were, in some sense, the educa- 
tional children of Durham, and it is even 
more regrettable that, after the feuds 
between rival universities had been 
assuaged, internecine quarrels should have 
broken but in recent years between the 
component parts of Durham University 
itself. It was the task of the Royal Com- 
mission to appease and to prevent the 
recrudescence of such quarrels, and it is 
in order to do so that they have felt 
obliged to propose these comprehensive 
changes. 

The Royal Commission propose, proceeds 
The Times, to amalgamate the two units 
in the Newcastle Division into a new 
single University College. This College 
will be governed by a Council dealing 
mainly with financial matters and by an 
Academic Board, dealing mainly with 
educational matters. It is important to 


| note that the new College is to have a 


principal appointed by the Crown, and, 
therefore, completely independent and un- 
prejudiced. This arrangement should put 
a permanent end to the recent contro- 
versies between the two Newcastle estab- 
lishments. The Commission also recom- 
mend a similar constitution for the group 
of Durham Colleges and a new constitu- 
tion for the University as a whole. 

The report cannot be carried into effect 
without legislation. It may be hoped, 
therefore, that after a proper, but short, 
interval for the receipt of representations 
upon the report from those concerned, the 
Government will take immediate action. 
During the year of the Commission's 
deliberations: the ground has been most 
thoroughly traversed. Their report pro- 
mises to begin a new era of harmonious 
progress for an established foundation, 
and there will be a sober satisfaction in 
the reflection that the representatives of 
once rival, but now sister. Universities 
may have contributed to redress the wrong 
which those same Universities inflicted by 
securing the dissolution of Durham College 
500 years ago. w

CAE HENRY RICHARD SAW- 
BRIDGE, of H.M.S. Renown, was 
found guilty of hazarding his ship, and 
was sentenced to be dismissed from the 
Renown, at the second of the courts- 
martial held at Portsmouth yesterday. 

The courts-martial arose out of the 
collision between the battle cruisers Hood 
and Renown off the Spanish coast on 
January 23. 

The Court took an hour and a-quarter to 
consider its decision, and after the 
Deputy Judge Advocate—Rear-Admiral C. 
G. Ramsey—had announced the finding of 
the Court the room was again cleared for 
ten minutes while the sentence was 
decided. 

Both the finding and the sentence were 
signed by all the members of the Court. 


The effect of the sentence is that Captain 
Sawbridge is placed on half pay as from 
midnight last night. 

As an officer on half pay—it is under- 
stood—is not allowed to give evidence, it 
is anticipated that if it is decided to call | 
him as a witness at to-day s courtmartial | 
of Captain Tower, of H.M.S. Hood, | 
Captain Sawbridge will be temporarily 
posted to H.M.S. Victory. 

There can be no appeal against the 
sentence passed yesterday, the Lords of 
the Admiralty alone having the power to 
alter the decision.

There was silence as the Judge- 
Advocate announced: ‘‘ The Court having 
found the charge against the accused 
proved, the sentence is that the said 
(Captain Sawbridge be dismissed from His 
Majesty’s ship Renown.”’ 

When the President announced that the 
Court was dissolved, Captain Sawbridge 
without a word or a glance, turned on his 
heel without even looking at the table 
where his sword still remained with the 
point towards him. 


A DISTINGUISHED CAREER 


Captain H. R. Sawbridge has had a 
notable career in the Navy. He first went 
to sea as midshipman in the cruiser Cressy 
in China in 1901, He later specialised in 
torpedo duties, and at the outbreak of the 
war was appointed to the battleship Mars. 

Shortly afterwards he joined the new 
battleship Emperor of India as torpedo 
officer, er until 1918, and being re- 
a gos on his promotion to commander.

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

HE House resumed the discussion of the 
4 Government of India Bill in Committee, 

on an amendment to Clause 6, which 
was moved last night by the Solicitor-General 
(Sir Donald Somerville), as one of a series 
designed to make clear that accession by the 
ruler of a State to the Federation should 
mean effectivé participation by his State in 
the Federal organisation, but that the ruler 
alone should determine, subject to acceptance 
of his accession by the Crown, the extent of 
the field over which the Federal authorities 
were to co-operate with. the State. 

Sir Samuel Hoare (Secretary for India) 
to day said that these amendments were not 
hasty concessions intended ‘to deal with a 
moment of crisis, nor were they the fore- 
runners of others designed to change the 
whole structure of the bill. He made that 
statement to -remove the impression that 
might have been created by certain fantastic 
statements in the Press that morning. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Sir Henry -Page Croft (Conservative) 
moved to insert in the ‘clause a provision 
for a declaration by the ruler of a State of 
his willingness that, as and from the date 
of the proclamation establishing Federation, 
he and his subjects should become subjects 


of His Majesty the King. 


The Solicitor-General said that no ruler 
would accept this amendment, as it cut 
across the whole principle of Federation, 
which was that a ruler should remain ruler 
of his State, and that his subjects should 
remain his subjects. 

The amendment was withdrawn.

ARGE AGAINST

RETURNED FOR TRIAL

STORY of how a goods train travelling 
between Strabane and Berry at 
1.30 a.m. was derailed after it had 
collided and killed two cattle, which, it was 
alléged, were being smuggled into Northern 
Ireland, was told at Laifford District Court 
to-day, before District Justice 0 Hanrahan, 
when three young men: Patrick and William 
Devenney, Ballindrait, Lifford, and James 
Devenney, Murlog, Lifford, wore charged 
with, by putting cattle on the Great Northern 
Railway line, nn Et a night goods train 
to Derry, and with endangering, or causing 
to be endangered, the safety oí persons using 
the railway. 

Mr. Robert S. Magee, who defended, said 
that the cattle were soid on the Free State 
side of the border and were being taken to 
Porthall, where they were to be handed over 
to two other men. The cattle were to be 
smuggled into Northern Ireland, and were 
taken: on to the railway line for convemience 
and for the purpose of avoiding the police 
patrol and customs’ officers. Only for the 
fact that the train started an hour early from 
Strabane they would have got across the 
border without any trouble. 

James Barton, driver of the train, said that 
on examining the scene afterwards they dis 
covered seven wagons derailed, and the 
permanent way was torn up for a considerable 
distance. He found two dead bullocks after 
the collision. One wagon had two wheels 
completely wrenched off. : 

Philip Walsh, guard of the train, said that 
the train was not an hour early, but -was 
about twenty minutes behind time. 

Sergeant Harnett, Lifford, said that he 
brought the three defendants to the barracks 
William, in a statement, said: ‘‘ We handed 
the cattle to two men from Donemana after 
crossing the first railway bridge. There were 
six cattle altogether.
